Vice Admiral Kenneth M. Care was 
born in Maylield,.- Ken tucket on' March 
17, 1925 and graduated from high school

After attending San Bernardino 'valley 
College for two years, VADM r Carr en- 
listed in the Navy as a seamiain* 

ue was a crewman on an assault 
landing craft attached to the USS 
??:LSIDENT JACKSON (APA 18) , in late 
194 'i, and participated in the landings 
at Bougainville, Solomon Islands, and 
the initial landing in February 1944 at ' 
Creen Island, Bismarck Archipelago. In 
May 1944, he was promoted to Coxswain, 
nno in June 1944 entered the University 
of Louisville in Kentucky as a selectee 
in the V-12 Officer Program, prior to 



being commissioned in 1945, he was af^ointed to the u*. S.i Naval 
Academy as a member of the Class of 1949. After graduation in 
194 9, be served as Assistant Gunnery Officer -of USS EV^RSOLE 
(DD 7d9)_dnd then entered Submarine ..School in New Londonj, Con- 
necticut in 1950. ' 


He served in USS FLYING PISH (SS 229) in 1950 and then re- 
commissioned USS'BLACKFIN (SS 322) in 1951 and served in her 
until September 1963. 


rn 1953 he was assigned to the pcecommissioning detail o£ 

USS NAUTILUS (SSN 571) and was a member of her commissioning 
crew as Gunnery Officer. With the exception of a twelve month 
period from June 1956 to May 1957 when he attended Nuclear 
:?uwer Training, Vice Admiral Carr served in NAUTILUS until 
I>ecember 1960 in various capacities. He was Electrical Officer 
during the 1958 Polar crossing and served as her Engineer Offi- 
cer throughout her first overhaul, (the first overhaul of a 
nuclear powered ship) in 1960. 
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In Decembei: 19C0^ he was assigned as Executive Officer of 
USS SCORPION fSSN 589). VAOM Carr was next assigned ^s ExecU' 
tive Officer of U5S JAMES MONROE : (SSBN <22) • from March 1962 
until February 1964. He then reported as prospective jcommand- 
ing OfCicet of USS FLASHER (SSN 613) » taking command jwhen the 
ship was commissioned on July 22, 1966, until July 1967. He 
became Commanding Officer of USS JOHN ADAMS/ (SS&N 620) (GOLD) 
in August 1967, ^serving until August 1968. ' . ' .

In 1972, VADM Carr was assigned as -Chief of Staff to the 
Commander Submarine Force, O.S. Atlantic Fie^tl in March 1973, 
ho was ordered to dutyas Military Assistafit'^td the Deputy Sec- 
retary of Defense. Vice Admiral Carr commanded the 8ubmarine 
Force, U.5. Atlantic Fleet from June 20, 1977 to May 3(|, 1980. 

Before assuming his present -duties as Deputy andjChief of 
Staff to the Commander in Chief U.S. Atlantic Fleet onjApril 1, 
1983, Vice Admiral Carr served as vice Director of Strategic 
Target Planning at Offutt Air Force Base, Nabraska. !
